There apparently has been 
some sort of purge in Russia. 
While the big news of recent 
days was President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower’s _ skillfully con- 
structed plea for peace, offer- 
ing no immutable formula but 
one of many alternatives, diplo- 
mats looked even longer at one 
“of Pravda’s stories, which was 
published on the very day the 
President spoke. 


“The Party has no place,” 
said Pravda, in what The New 


York Times correspondent de-. 


scribed as ‘‘stinging terms,” 
“for leaders who do not know 
how to listen to .the opinions of 
their colleagues. .. .” 


This could only mean that at 
least one or more leaders had 
refused to listen and had reaped 
the consequences of their un- 
fortunate deafness. 


Who hasn’t been listening? 
And to whom should they have 
been giving ear? Malenkov or 
Beria? Or, to the army? 


China 


China has been fighting in 
Korea with aircraft, guns and 
ammunition supplied by Russia. 
This support -has enabled the 
Peiping government to become 
_@ modern military power. But, 
what if the internal dissension 
ir Moscow delays or shuts 
down, even for a time, the flow 
of arms? 


These and many more im- 
ponderables in Asia and Europe 
are the ingredients of the 
world’s great diplomatic puzzle. 

It would be unwise to expect 
too much. A truce in Korea 
would then open the way for 
diplomatic talks to begin. Now 
is the time for skilled diplo- 
mats such as Ambassador Boh-, 
len, in Moscow; and those rep- 
resenting Britain, France and 
Italy to sit down with repre- 
sentatives of China and Russia 
and put the preliminary cards 
on the table. 

Russia certainly is not going 
to agree to return of the Balkan 
countries now held by her secret 
police and armies. She will not 
surrender Poland, which is on 
another of her borders across 
which attack has come in the 
past. 

Skill 

The President did not demand 
all this in a package. He out- 
lined lesser steps to be taken 
at the beginning with free elec- 
tions for the captive nations as 
something to be attained by a 
genuine peace. His speech was 
one of the most skillful ever 
delivered in a time of crisis. 

The isolationist press did not 
like it. 

It was a speech designed to 
offer many approaches to peace, 
The President. took great care 
to say it was not an “im- 
mutable’”’ plan. 

Therefore, it did not include 
any promise or attitude toward 
Formosa or Chiang. It. con- 
tained no criticism of the for- 
eign policy of Harry S. Truman. 
In fact, it took care to say 
that this nation at no time, 
ynder the Democrats or now, 
planned any aggression against 
Russia or anyone else. 

His talk shrewdly asked for 
freedom for the states in the 
Soviet bloc. It called to their 
attention, and to the attention of 
the Russian people, the fact we 
believe in free peoples. 

But, first things. come first. 
And first is a truce in Korea. 
Then we can plan for the second. 

e second will quite ines- 
capably be Korea itself. 

A unified Korea is a dream 
which may one day come true. 
But certainly a fanatic Commu- 
nist group in the north is not, 
for some time, going to serve 
as any Biblical illustration of 
the lion and lamb lying down 
together. 

Here again we will have to 
accept a divided Korea as the 
first step. And it will be neces- 
sary to retain troops there to re- 
strain the South Koreans from 
raids, as well as to protect 
them. Unity is more than a word.

SAIGON, Indochina, April 20— 
(Pp—Communist troops today oc- 
cupied Xiengkhouang — most im- 
portant fortress town of the 
kingdom of Laos—and swept on 
toward the Plaines des Jarres for 
a battle that may decide the out- 
come of the seven-year Indochina 
war. 

Several battalions ef French 
and Laotian troops arrived on the 
plains from the fortress city 200 
miles southwest of Hanoi and 
joined in the task of digging for- 
tifications to halt the Communist 
invasion. 

The Vietminh radio has trium- 
phantly proclaimed that the ‘“‘lib- 
eration” of Laos and the neigh- 
boring kingdom of Cambodia is 
near and that a Communist state 
of Indochina will be set up soon.

First Goal, 
Says Dulles 


WASHINGTON, April 20—iW7— 
Secretary of State Dulles said 
today the administration wants 
an armistice in the Korean War 
before pressing the Communists 
for a united Korea and settle- 
ment of other political problems. 

He made the statement after 
Senate Republican leader Taft 
and other GOP senators had 
called on the administration to 
take the opposite tack. They 
thought political questions should 
be taken up as part of the ar- 
mistice agreement. 


Dulles first agreed that the 
two problems should be consid- 
ered at -the same time as far 
as practicable. But later he said 
the United States and its Allies 
are committed under terms of the 
draft armistice agreement to seek 
an end to the fighting and then 
talk politics. 


Under the agreement with the 
Reds a political conference would 
be held within 90 days after an 
armistice is signed. However, 
Dulles indicated this government 
wants the political talks to start 
as soon as possible after an ar- 
mistice is agreed upon. 

He also said it is possible to 
raise political demands before ac- 
tual start of such negotiations.

April 20—Some 212 million voters 
will choose a panel tomorrow to approve a proposed new constitu- 
tion which, among other things, will put King Frederik’s 13-year-old 
daughter in line for the throne instead of his brother, Prince Knud. 


Balloting will be for members 
of a special constitutional par- 
liament whose sole duty will be 
to approve the draft constitution. 
When it has done so, it will be 
dissolved and the new law of the 


land then will go before the people 
in a referendum next month. 


APPROVAL EXPECTED 


Final approval of the constitu- 
tion is expected despite opposi- 
tion to some controversial para- 
graphs contained in_it.

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Return of POWs 


Is a Reminder 


We rejoice with the families, rela- 
tives and friends of the American and 
Allied prisoners of war who are today 
undergoing the first phases leading to 
repatriation to their homelands. It is 
indeed a happy occasion for us all. 

The small number of Allied sick and 
wounded will cause wonder, of course, 
but in proportion to the total number 
of prisoners listed held by the Commu- 
nists, it would appear to be in line. We 
have no way of knowing what has hap- 
pened to the thousands of ROKs and 
Allied soldiers who are simply listed as 
‘‘missing.” 

Return of these men, an infinitesi- 
mally small number compared with the 
total casualties of the war, causes us to 
think on two things. 

First, we would like to point out 
that they are a symbol of an American 
failure. Not a failure in Korea after 
war began and not a failure in gal- 
lantry in action of American troops, but 
another example of our failure to grasp 
a simple fact—peace is for the strong. 

These prisoners, the dead and 
wounded in Korea are the consequences 
of that failure. They are the result of 
the denuding of our defenses and of our 
retreat from the victory our magnifi- 
cent armed forces won in World War II. 

Second, we would caution our people 
avainst letting it happen again. Should 
a truce in Korea and Soviet peace 
gestures bring about another “bring the 
boys home” movement and abandon- 
ment of our buildup of physical, moral 
and spiritual strength of the free world, 
these Korean dead and wounded will 
have been in vain. 

Let us not be lulled into a fatal 
sleep. 

As happy as we are over the pros- 
pects for a peaceful settlement of the 
cold war, hardheaded reasoning warns 
‘us of a trap. Soviet overtures may be 
sincere, but judging from the past the 
cooing of doves from Moscow is prob- 
ably aimed at: 

1. The breakdown of NATO. 

2. The neutralization of Germany. 

3. The end of Nationalist China. 

4. A break between the United 
States and her allies. 

The return of our sick and wounded 
prisoners is a happy occasion but it is 
also a reminder that a policy of peace 
through weakness would invite many 
more Koreas and a third world war. 


We Extend Sympathy 


To Tragedies’ Victims 


Tragedy struck twice in Georgia 
over the week-end. 

A wind of hurricane velocity swept 
down on Columbus and adjacent areas, 
killing two and injuring hundreds. 
Over three states, the death toll of the 
storm was.eight. 

And on Highway 42 near Jackson 
Sunday a head-on automobile crash 
took the lives of eight and injured five 
others. 

The high wind was a perverse act 
of nature. To its victims and the fam- 
ilies of the dead, to the communities it 
hit, we offer our deep sympathy and a 
prayer that the Red Cross and other re- 
lief agencies soon will have restored 
them to health and to homes. 

To the survivors of the highway 
tragedy and to the families of its dead 
our profound sympathy, too. 

And to ourselves and all others who 
drive the reminder that, unlike the 
windstorm, the head-on collision could 
have been prevented. 

God made man a free agent, with 
the will to pass or not to pass at the 
crest of a hill. So long as we continue 
to make the wrong choice, the conse- 
quences are bound to be a mounting 
highway toll, broken bodies, broken 
homes and broken hearts.

Voice of America 


Has a Vital Role 


Although it is impossible to see 
now what will be the ultimate fate of 
the Voice of America, this agency or 
some similar device ‘has a very defi- 
nite place in the new role the United 
States is forced to play in world af- 
fairs. Perhaps it has been imperfect 
in some respects up to now, but the 
over-all results have been good. 

West Berlin’s Mayor Ernst Reuter 
testified to the Voice’s effectiveness in 
a nationwide .television program re- 
cently when he said that East Germans 
behind the Iron Curtain depend upon 
it for guidance and information about 
the West. 

However, it is difficult to seé how 
any agency can operate effectively if 
it must be harassed on every side. 
Right now there are seven separate in- 
vestigations going on in connection 
with the Voice’s work, including the 


McCarthy probe with its barrage af 
half-checked charges of incompetence 
and sabotage. Any differences . of 
judgment on the part of management 
of the agency and its various arms 
have been inferred to imply disloyalty. 


At present it appears that the 
whole setup will be junked for a new 
approach. As Roscoe Drummond, writ- 
ing in The Christian Science Monitor, 
puts it: “The American Government’s 
information program will not lose the 
game for lack of coaching, but it will 
lose everything if some of the coaches 
don’t refrain from devoting all their 
time to tackling the players.” 

Concerning the probes, Mr. Drum- 
mond adds: “This whole name-calling, 
off- with-their-heads approach can 
have no other effect than to terrorize 
a vital arm of the government and to 
undermine its influence around the 
world.”

“Forest Board Asks Budget Reduc- 
tion.”

Not only that, but the forest pro- 
tection unit operated so economically 
as to save $3,800, which will be used 
for building a new headquarters. 

We commend the Colquitt forestry 
board and its foresters for their care- 
ful management of public funds. As 
taxpayers, we are encouraged to find 
a bureau that has money left at the end 
of the fiscal year. 

Most of them ask for more than they 
expect to be given, spend as much or 
more than they get and go back next 
year seeking a still larger allowance.

An Ironical Twist 
As Time Marxes On 


The English weekly, Time and Tide, re- 
publishes an interesting item from The New 
York Tribune of April 12, 1853—just a 
century ago: 

‘“‘The Vital Interests should render Great 
Britain the earnest and unyielding oppo- 
nent of the Russian projects of annexation 
and aggrandizement. . . . Having come thus 
far on the way to Universal Empire is it 
probably that this gigantic and swollen 
Power will pause in its career? . . . With 
the Albanian Coast ... she is in the very 
center of the Adriatic. ... 

“And as sure as conquest follows con- 
quest and annexation follows annexation, 
so surely would the conquest of Turkey 
by Russia be only the prelude for the an- 
nexation of Hungary, Prussia, Galicia and 
the ultimate realization of the Slavonic Em- 
pire. The arrest of the Russian scheme of 
annexation is a matter of the highest mo- 
ment. In this instance the interests of .. . 
democracy and of England go hand in 
hand.’’ 

The writer of this trenchant criticism of 
Russian expansionism was, as some of our 
readers will already have suspected, Karl 
Marx. We commend it to those in Britain 
or elsewhere who may not recognize ‘“‘the 
bear that walks like a man” when it flies 
like a dove. 


Why Should Fear 
Fly In With Dove? 


WASHINGTON—Nothing could please 
the Kremlin more than to have its constant 
propaganda against capitalism confirmed 
by the oft-repeated comment that. the 
United States and its Allies have a vested 
interest in war and really fear the com- 
ing of peace. 

The behavior of the stock market, which 
started dipping downward when the first 
moves of the Soviet peace maneuvers were

What many people 

fail to realize is that the

The administration sent Secretary of the 
Treasury Humphrey to New York to de- 
liver a speech at the annual luncheon of 
the Associated Press and it was natural 
that Humphrey should take advantage of 
the opportunity to answer questions about 
the “‘fear of peace.’’ 

‘“‘We are not going to have a depression 
in America,’’ said the treasury secretary, 


**“whether we have an armistice, a real 


peace, or continue to develop a proper and 
balanced posture of defense. There is no 
reason for a depression unless we fail our- 
selves to do the things we ought to do and 
lack the courage and foresight to do them. 


“There will be readjustments. There’ 


are always readjustments taking place in 
any active economy, sometimes to the ad- 
vantage or detriment of one group and 
sometimes to another. But depression, no. 
We cannot preserve our way of life through 
another long, deep depression and we must 
never permit it to occur.”’ 

There, in a nutshell, is the whole eco- 
nomic philosophy of the Eisenhower admin- 
istration. Government will use its emer- 
gency powers and its immense powers over 
credit and money and its lending experi- 
ence to stave off a depression if one is 
threatened. But Humphrey pointed out that 
a reduction in spending for armament to- 
day is not likely to produce as drastic an 
impact on the national economy as it did 
when World War II ended in 1945, and total 
government expenses came down from 
$98,700,000,000 in 1945 to $49,300,000,000 in 
1947. He pointed out that defense spending 
alone was reduced in two years from $90,- 
500,000,000 in 1945 to $16,800,000,000, plus 
about $5,000,000,000 in foreign aid. 

When the drop in defense and foreign- 
aid spending can go from $90,500,000,000 to 
approximately $21,000,000,000 in two yéars 
and the economy does not suffer a depres- 
sion, it confirms the underlying strength 
and flexibility of the American business 
‘structure.

Why Not Practice 
What We Preach? 


WASHINGTON—The double personality 
of the Eisenhower administration, which 
could very well cause political trouble later, 
has been revealed clearly and dramatically. 


Never was there a more moving and 

eloquent appeal than came from the lips 

of President Eisen- 

hower, when he = ad- 

dressed American edi- 

tors here last week, for 

what approximates a 

*‘New Deal”’ for the peo- 

ple of the world, though 

he, of course, did not 

use that term. He 

pledged our help, if we 

can achieve peace in 

the world, to improve 

ie - ie the lot of people every- 

where by using the billions now poured into 

the mould of what he called ‘‘the cross of 
iron’’ of arms. 

Our own people rose to this appeal, for 
it was about things they have come to un- 
derstand in the last 20 years. During that 
time, too, they have learned from much 
repitition by our past leaders that this 
is our best article of export—schools and 
hospitals and decent homes and good roads 
and wise use of land and conservation of 
natural resources and sound and integrated 
development of water resources to provide 
the benefits of low-cost power and irriga- 
tion and reclamation. 

Yet, while the President again raises our 
sights to that ideal for the world, his ad- 
ministration has opened the door, if un- 

ewiitingly, to powerful influences that would 
check progress here at home toward that 
ideal. 

Can we, in good conscience, preach one 
thing to the rest of the world and do an- 
other here? Our people will see through 
that and so, in time, will the rest of the 
world. The President should be able to 
see it also. 

The paradox of the administration’s 
course was manifest in events that occurred 
simultaneously. While the President was 
speaking here at a downtown hotel, leaders 
of his party at the Capitol, a mile away, 
were trying to push through the Senate, 
with his blessing, a measure belying the 
pattern he was holding up before the rest 
of the world. 

This is the bill to hand our valuable off. 
shore oil reserves to three states, Texas, 
Louisiana and California, behind which is a 
powerful lobby that hopes thus to exploit 
more easily this valuable natural resource. 

In many other directions the ideal that 
President Eisenhower held up to the world 
is being hamstrung here. We are, indeed, 
a prosperous and well-favored people com- 
pared with hundreds of millions elsewhere. 
Yet, even in our land, there still is a lack 
of medical facilities, of schools, of homes, 
and there are still millions without security 
for their old age in a land where the elderly 
population is increasing so rapidly. Prog- 
ress along these lines has been stopped, 
shelved into commissions for “‘study.’’ 

Our President spoke eloquently of these 
things—beyond our borders.

Public Opinion Power Is Reflected 


In Reversal on Dr. Astin Dismissal 


WASHINGTON—It seems logical to as- 
sume that President Eisenhower had to 
intervene personally to save Secretary of 
Commerce Sinclair Weeks from the un- 
savory situation his cabinet officer had cre- 
ated by the precipitant 
firing of Dr. Allen V. 

Astin as director of the 

National Bureau of 

Standards. From the 

way Mr. Weeks has 

backtracked on some of 

his earlier disparaging 

remarks about Dr. Astin 

and the objectivity of 

the great governmental 

scientific agency which 

he headed, it must be . 

evident that he was moved to do so by a 
higher authority. Belatedly, he now says 
there never was any intent, implied or oth- 
erwise, to cast reflection on the integrity of 
the Bureau of Standards or on the profes- 
sional competence of its chief. 

Well, not much perhaps. All he did was 
to dismiss Dr. Astin, a long-time govern- 


_ment career man, without the formality or 


courtesy of a hearing, and then to say (in 
connection with a battery stimulant test) 
that the bureau had not been sufficiently 
objective. 

And in ordering the dismissal he ignored 
a request by Dr. Astin that the Department 
of Commerce, which has jurisdiction over 


Bureau of Standards affairs, name an inde- 
pendent group of outside scientists to check 
on the tests made by the bureau. 


But all of this is being corrected now—at 
least temporarily. Instead of being fired 
outright, Dr. Astin has been asked to stay 
on until fall. 
tests in the battery solution case is to be 
made, as was originally suggested, by a 
committee of outside scientists, which is the 
only proper way to arrive at an orderly 
solution of the matter. Finally, Secretary 
Weeks has reversed himself to the point 
where he now refers to Dr. Astin as ‘‘a 
scientist of distinction who has served his 
country well,” 


The latest turn taken in the Astin case 
offers a splendid example of the power of 
public opinion when it is properly aroused. 
But for this manifestation of public resent- 
ment over the incident the firing of the Bu- 
reau of Standards chief might have passed 
without much notice. 


Newspapers of the country generally, ir- 
respective of party affiliation, took the 
Commerce department head severely to 
task for his hard-handed methods. When 
this accumulated resentment finally forced 
its attention on the White House, the Presi- 
dent acted in keeping with the popular de- 


mand. The pity of it is that the incident - 
should ever have been permitted to occur 


in the beginning.

—It’s Rough To Be a Judge 


“If you think it’s rough on the dogs,”’ said Bill White, the pub- 
licity chairman, ‘‘you should be one of the judges. They're on their 
feet from beginning to end, kneeling, bending, just standing on the 
concrete and looking at dogs until ail they can see is dogs. 

“You got to be in good physical condition to be a dog show 
judge. It’s not a rich occupation, but one of love. A judge gets 
$300 a day while he’s here, but they come from all over the country. 
Elbert Vary there comes from Sterling, Ill.; Mrs. Virginia Keckler 
comes from Greenyille, Ohio. W.C. McNerney lives in Lemay, Mo. 
We got one of the finest judges in America here in Atlanta, that 
fellow over there in the wheel chair. That's Paul Hamer. Used 
to handle dogs for one of the Candler families. Lost a foot in some 
kind of accident a few years ago. He’s one of the best.”’ 

These dog shows move in circuits similar to the professional 
golf tours, and judges and professional handlers go from show 
to show. This week, for instance, they'll work shows in Macon, 
Columbus and Montgomery, Ala. 


“We're on the road nine months out of the year.”’ said Mrs. 
Phil Marsh, while her husband worked a handsome boxer in an 
all-breed contest, “‘going from show to show. We've both been 
handling dogs since we were children. Phil started when he was 
16 and I guess you might say dogs brought us together.’

‘Doughty Bird’ Creator 
Visits Powell Pendleys 


By ANNIE LOU HARDY 
Atlantans had a glimpse into the intricate process that pro- 
duces the rare and beautiful “Doughty birds’’ as they watched 
with fascination while England’s Dorothy Doughty fashioned the 
model of a blue jay during a brief visit here to Mr. and Mrs. 


Powell Pendley. 

With the deft fingers of an 
artist she began with a piece 
of cork as a base. She molded 
the head, wings and fail from 
plasticene, assembled the 
whole, and perched it on a 
blossoming pear bough, also 
made of plasticene in. true 
proportions — to. the correct 
number of stamens in the 
flowers. 

Then after a brief interval 
while guests sipped cham- 
pagne and chatted with chic 
Mrs. A. C. Dickens, Miss 
Doughty’s traveling compan- 
ion, she picked up her pallette 
and painted the jay in his proper 
colors. The procedure took 
less than an hour. 


METICULOUS STUDY 


This was only the beginning, 
however, for Miss Doughty will 
spend months, even years, in 
perfecting the bird before it is 
turned ,over to the Royal 
Worcester Porcélain Co. for 
reproduction in limited edi- 
tions. Her meticulous study 
will include the exact number 
of feathers in the tail, the over- 
lapping of wing feathers to the 
fraction, of an inch, the tilt of 
his head when he lights on a 
branch, the kind of bush he 
will settle on, the color of his 
feathers in sunlight and shad- 
ow, ad infinitum. 

Such perfection is the reason 
for her visit to these shores— 
her first—for American birds 
are slightly different from 
cousins, and 
every one she creates is orni- 
thologically correct. 

SPIRITS OF BIRDS 

Scorning photographs and 
stuffed birds, the artist came 
to see her feathered friends 
in their native habit, in their 
daily life, in migration. 

“IT came to get the spirit of 
the birds,”’ she explained. 

She is particularly interest- 
ed in watching the dainty lit- 
tle warbler—the aristocrat of 
birds. She found them in Flor- 
ida’s Everglades, 


birds and flowers Miss 
Doughty has made on her trip 
through Florida, Alabama and 
Mississippi. The latter  in- 
cluded the Cherokee rose, yel- 
low jasamine and water hya- 
cinth. 

“I shall do your lovely dog- 
wood before I leave,’’ she con- 
fided. 

LIFE-SIZE REPRODUCTIONS 


Highly trained technicians at 
the Worcester factory follow 
the artist’s models with the 
same painstaking care that 
she puts into them, even cor- 
recting one-seventh in size to 
allow for shrinkage in firing to 
get the proper glaze and.-color. 
All birds are reproduced in 
life size and are completely 
“alive.” 

A tall, slightly graying wom- 
an, Miss Doughty is shy and 
reticent except when . talking 
about her work. Extremely 
modest and self-effacing, she 
prefaced her demonstration 
characteristically : 

“I am not a creator—mere- 
ly a humble interpreter. I 
have never yet created any- 
thing.”’

See by the paper that due to a doctor shortage they’re going 
to take interns off Grady’s ambulances. Supt. Frank Wilson has 
been reassuring about the loss. He doesn’t seem to think the pres- 
ence of an intern on an ambulance is a life-and-death matter and 
he even went so far as to point out that veteran ambulance 
drivers are sometimes more useful in emergency than young 
medics. 


And since Mr. Wilson knows a whole lot more about the opera- 


tion of hospitals and ambulances than I do, I’m willing to string 
along with that and hope that no lives will be lost due to this 
doctor shortage. 

But I keep remembering one wild Saturday night ride on a 
Grady ambulance and wondering. 

We sat around the emergency clinic for several hours and the 

le who came in were, for the most part, walk-in patierits or 
a reasonable facsimile of same. (One ‘‘walked’”’ in between two 
policemen and his feet touched the floor only about every third 
step.) 


There were children with cuts and bruises, a man hurt 
in. an automobile accident, a drunken woman who had been 
in a fight, a couple of very neat, very dressed up prostitutes 
with a friend who had sprained his ankle coming out of a 
beer joint and the usual sad, tubercular old woman who 
couldn’t sleep during the night and wandered into the clinic 
for company and conversation as much as for treatment. 


Then the ambulance call came and the young intern grabbed 
his coat and his bag and we ran out the door after the ambulance 
driver who had already started the engine and was backing out 
of the parking lot. 

The call was ’way out-Pryor Rd. near the viaduct. 

The hysterical person who called in said a man was “being 
murdered.’”’ The streets were dark and most of the town seemed 
to be sleeping but we located the patient by a crowd, gathered in 
the weeds beside the road around a bundle we could barely pick 
out by headlights of a police car. 


The bundle was a Negro man and he looked dr nk or un- 
conscious or both. But the intern knelt beside him in the 
weeds and listened to his heart and found that he was gushing 
blood from a half dozen knife wounds. He delved into his bag 
and brought out bandages and made a tourniquet to stop the 
flow of blood. 


And as he worked people in the ¢rowd told what had happened. 
They had seen a car stop and the man jump out of it and run. 
They had seen two or three others running after him and then they 
had heard his screams and seen the car drive off. 

The ambulance’s cry was a weird and lonesome thing in the 
night and the red light on the top cas#a brief bloody shadow on the 
street as we Sped back to the hospital. I rode in the back on the 
little stool by the stretcher and the intern knelt beside the patient. 

The patient had the revolting smell of blood and dirt and 
cheap whisky about him but it didn’t seem to bother the young 
doctor. He rode with his stethescope against the man’s heart. 


And there was something about his listening, his watchful- 
ness, the curve of his young shoulders over the hulking piece 
of humanity on the stretcher that surprised me. 


*‘He’s concerned,”’ I thought, 
whether this man lives.’’ | 

He hadn’t asked a question. He didn’t care if the Negro had 
been drinking or brawling. All that he was interested in was 
the faint flicker of life that stirred within the man. Nobody else 
on earth, except possibly the patient’s mother, if he had one, 
might care whether he lived or died. 

The Grady doctor, riding the ambulance, did care and, I think, 
kept him alive. I hope ambulance attendants of the future will 
do as well.

First-Aid Knowledge 
Can Be Lifesaver 


All of us should ‘know some- 
thing about first aid. Accidents 
occur suddenly and, while 
awaiting the physician, a few 
simple maneuvers may prevent 
disability and occasionally save 
a life. This concerns such mis- 
haps as take place in the home, 
on the street, and in office or 
factory. 

Accidents vary from simple 
scratches to concussions and 
fractures. Those with no med- 
ical training will profit from 
the adage, ‘“‘The less done, the 
better.’’ Hemorrhage is the ex- 
ception. But anyone who has 
been knocked down by a car, 
is unconscious, or who may 
have sustained a fracture is 
better left alone until compe- 
tent help arrives. Such individ- 
uals should be made comfort- 
able and kept warm. 


The first aid treatment of 
burns follows a hands-off pol- 
icy except for the first degree 
burn, which is best treated with 
soap and water and covered 
with a clean bandage. 

The application of petroleum 
jelly offers relief. Second and 
third degree burns leave scars, 
more so when they become in- 
fected. Unless this is appre- 
ciated, the first-aider does more 
harm than good by smearing 
with salves that often are dirty. 


The experts have learned to 
treat such lesions with meticu- 
lous care. The burned area is 
cleansed thoroughly and then 
covered with a sterile layer of 
petroleum jelly, around which 
a tight pressure bandage is 
bound. 

Bleeding is not difficult to 
bound in place it usually holds 
against the open cut. When 
control when pressure can be 
applied over the bleeding spot. 
A simple way is to make a 
thick wad of cloth and force it 
long enough to seal the oozing 
surface. 

Knowing the various pressure 
points may be useful, but it is 
not as practicable as pictures 
in first-aid books lead us to 
believe: Tourniquets are tricky 
to use and unless the person 
knows how, an increase rather 
than a decrease in hemorrhage 
may ensue. 

It is easier to prevent acci- 
dents than to treat the conse- 
quences, Prudence begins with 
awareness of the usual hazards 
and eliminating them prompt- 
ly. Such little things as a wob- 
bly stepladder, a bare electric 
wire, an unprotected knife, a 
scatter rug on a highly pol- 
ished floor, and Objects left on 
stairways are potentially dan- 
gerous. 


A more than average blow 
or twist may lead to sprain or 
fracture. When there is a ques- 
tion of a broken bone it is not 
advisable to move the part. 
While waiting for a physician, 
or whenever it is necessary to 
transport the victim, a simple 
splint may be made of wood or 
even a folded newspaper.
